Glades Central moved one 
step closer to obtaining their 


third Class ЗА State 
Championship title in three 
years on Friday. night after 


handily defeating Armwood 41- 
15. 

This marks Glades Central's 
fourth . consecutive state 
appearance, their 34th consec- 
utive- win’ and brings their 
record this season to 14-0 
Glades Central needs only two 
more wins to tie . with

Single women at midlife more likely to worry about weight

The singles scene isn't that rosy 
for thirtysomething women, who 
are driven more than their mar- 
ried counterparts to cut a slim fig- 
ure. a new University of Florida 
study finds. 

"As supermodels get thinner, 
these women aredhaving a harder 
time living ир (0 the cultural 
expectations,” said Carrie Murray 
who did the research for her mas- 
ter's thesis in health science edu- 
cation, “Older and middle-age 
women still care about their bod- 
les, yet they máy be facing other 
problems, such as the loss of self- 
esteem from a divorce and having 
to look for another mate.” 

In the study, single women 
between the ages of 30 and 39 
scored substantially higher than 
married women on the "drive-for- 
thinness” scale, which measur 
things such as dieting concerns 
and obsession with weight. It is 
part of the Eating Disorder 
Inventory, a widely used self- 
report measure of eatirig disorder 
symptomatology. 

Ms. Murray, now a doctoral 


[N student at 


the University of 
„Maryland, said she came up with 
"the idea for the study after finding 
little information about body 
image among aging women. 

"There have been lots of stud- 
les on eating disorders and atti- 
tudes toward body weight among 
teens and young adults, but 
researchers know less about 
weight satisfaction and dieting 
habits among middle-age and 
older women,” she said. 

As women age, they experience 
life changes, such as pregnancy, 
that move them further away from 
a cultural {dea that favors increas- 
ingly slim mbdels, Ms. Yprray 
said. 

Those who are single may feel 
the greatest pressure to-be thin 
because they lack social support, 
said Robert Weiler, a UF health 
science education professor who 
supervised the research. 

"Women in married or stable 
relationships tend to be less pre- 
occupied with physical appear- 
ance,” he said. “Perhaps when 
these relationships are supportive 


and nurturing, they lead to greater 


self-acceptance.”

|For rice, a warmer earth brings С

Temperature increases 
anticipated as part of global 
warming appear te signifi- 
cantly reduce;rice yields, a 
finding that has worrisome 
1mplications for the third of 
the world's population that 
relies on rice as a primary 
staple. 

University of ‘Florida 
researchers have found 
above-average temperatures 
interfere with the life cycle 
and pollination process in 
‚| rice plants. Modest temper- 
ature increases predicted by 
some climate change sce- 
narios would reduce rice 
“yields by 20 to, 40 percent 
by 2100, while the most 
severe predicted tempera- 
ture increases could force 
ytelds to zero. na 

Thé findings are amon, 
the latest to come out of the 
Carbon Dioxide and 
Climate Change Project at 
UF's Institute’ of Food and 
Agricultural Seiences. 
Researchers involved in the 
project, managed in cooper- 
айп with -thé- U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
and funded by UF and sev- 
eral federal agencies, have 
discovered that warmer 
temperatures also lead to 
declines in yields of 
peanuts, soybeans and dry 
beans such as kidney 
beans. 

“I think we've demon- 
strated clearly that seed 
producing plants are much 
more. at risk from rising 
temperatures than are vege- 
tative plants such as forage 
plants," said‘Hartwell Allen, 
a USDA and UF crop and 
climate research scientist. 

The latest experiment 
| tested a variety of rice com- 
monly grown іп the 
Philippines, & tropical cli- 
mate and a variety grown in 


California.a temperate cli- 
Шш \ 


mate. 

* Researchers planted the 
rice in chambers that were 
maintained at different tem- 
perature cycles simulating 
day and nighttime fluctua- 
tions. They found the plants 
steadily produced less rice 
as temperature diurnal 
cycles - exceeded. 73-91 
degrees Fahrenheit forthe 
tropical variety and 68-86 
degrees for the temperate 
one, Those optimum cycles 
already fall a bit below cur- 
rent ‘temperatures. where 
rice .is, cultivated, said 
Kenneth Boote, a UF agron- 
omy professor involved in 
the project. E 

"We're on the downhill 
side for rice and soybeans 
now, so if there’s any tem- 
perature increase the yield 
will'slide down,” Dr. Boote 
said. 

Although the plants con- 
tinued to flourish, they pro- 
duced nearly no rice at the 
highest temperature cycle of 
86 to 104 degrees, the study 
found. 

“We were hoping to find 
some evidence that the trop- 
ical cultivar could sustain 
reproductive ability at the 
highest temperature, but it 
didn't, which is bad news," 
said Alison Snyder, a UF 
graduate who worked on the 
study for her masters the- 
sis. 

Indeed, the temperature 
cycles used in the ехрегі- 
ment closely track scien- 
tists’ more modest predic- 
tions for global warming. Ап 
average global increase of 
5.4 degrees by 2100, con- 
sidered probable by many 
scientists, would produce 
temperatures in the ехрегі- 
ment's higher range, Ms. 
Snyder said. And that pre- 
diction is about half the 10 
degree increase viewed аз 
the most dire possibility.

uncertain future, UF research shows 


2 billion people, many of 
whom live in Third World 
tropical regions, Ms. Snyder 
said. If rice production 
ceased or moved into more 
northern regions, it would 
have a severe impact on 
these already poor areas, 
She said. è 

“The Third World regions 
have the potential to be hit 
hard.” she said. 

The findings track earlier 
UF research on soybeans, 
peanuts and dry beans, 
although rice and dry beans 
appear the most sensitive to 
temperature change, “Dr. 
Allen said. 

The news, however, is not 
necessarily all bad, Snyder 
and Allen said plant scien- 
tists likely can develop 
more heat-tolerant varieties 
of rice and other grains. 
Still, selective breeding has 
a limit. "If this happens with 
so many different species, 
then I don't see a lot of 
potential for selecting genet- 
ically within a species for a 
Solution to it,” Dr.. Boote 
said. 

Another possibility is 
that other- grains will 
become tomorrow's staples. 
UF scientists have recently 
experimented with a grain 
called the pigeon pea, which 
is more tolerant of hot, dry. 
clímates because it grows 
slowly and flowers late ín 
the summer, Dr. Allen said. 

Snyder, Boote and Allen 
plan to submit a paper 
about the rice research, 
funded by the International 
Rice Research Institute, to a 
sclentific journal for publi- 
cation." Since launching 
their efforts in 1981, 
researchers . with — the 
Carbon, Dioxide and 
Climate .Change Project 
have published about 100 
papers in peer-reviewed 
journals and book chapters, 
Dr, Allen said.
